The  present  ibinual  Report  is  the  fifth  which  I have  had  pleasure  in 
presenting  to  you.  It  will,  unfortimately,  also  be  my  last.  Looking  back 
over  the  last  five  years,  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  there  has  been  no 
serious  outbrealc  of  disease  in  the  Rural  District.  Furtheroore,  I am  very 
glad  to  observe  that  you  have  made  during  these  years  a very  substantial 
contribution  to  public  health  by  providing  numerous  schemes  of  vmter  supply 
in  your  area.  Once  the  restrictions  upon  capital  expenditiure  are  relaxed,  I 
feel  certain  you  will  be  equally  active  in  providing  schemes  of  sewage 
disposal  for  your  villages. 

During  the  year  which  ended  on  December  31st,  1955,  ono  of  the 
periodically  recurring  outbrealcs  of  measles  attacked  the  younger  generation 
in  the  Rural  District.  Ninety  cases  were  notified.  Five  cases  of  dysentery 
were  confirmed,  all  of  wliich  were  connected  \d.th  the  outbreolc  occurring  in  the 
Borough  of  Lampeter  at  the  same  pejriod.  All  the  patients  recovered 
satisfactorily. 

The  number  of  registered  live  births  was  one  hundred  and  seventeen  - a 
decrease  of  eighteen  over  the  previous  yeiir.  Eight  of  these  were  illegitiraato 
as  compared  with  six  in  1954*  Only  two  still  births  were  registered  in 
contrast  with  six  in  the  preceding  year.  Eight  infants  died  under  the  age 
of  a twelvemonth  and  one  mother  died  as  a result  of  childbirth. 

The  number  of  registered  deatlis  was  one  hundred  and  fifty  five  - twelve 
raoro  than  in  1954*  Fifty  persons  died  •■'f  heart  disease,  twenty  nine  from 
cancer  and  twenty  ono  from  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  (strokes). 
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There  were  six  fatal  accidents,  two  of  them  involving  motor  veliicles.  The 
remaining  deaths  wcro  due  to  a variety  of  causes  as  may  be  seen  from  a 
® later  table. 

Eight  nei7  cases  of  tuberculosis  v/ere  notified  as  compared  with  six  in 
the  previous  year.  There  was  no  death  from  tuberculosis. 

The  Council  decided,  in  view  of  the  increased  work  in  connection  ^>dth 
the  housing  survey,  the  administration  of  improvement  grants  and  the 
re-opening  of  certain  slaughterhouses,  to  appoint  an  additional  sanitary 
inspector  in  the  person  of  Mr.  W,  Trevor  Rees. 

At  its  annual  meeting  the  Council  also  decided  to  establish  a Public 
Health  Committee  to  wliich  it  has  granted  plenary  powers.

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General  Rrovlslons  of  lioalth  Services  in  the  Area 


These  are  essentially  the  same  as  in  1954*  They  are  as  follows 

(a)  No  ante-natal  or  post-natal  clinic  is  held  in  the  area.  Expectant 
mothers  receive  advice  from  thoir  o\m  m.  dical  practitioners. 

(b)  Infant  welfare  clinics  are  held  fortnightly  at  Aberayron,  Lampeter 
and  New  Quay. 

(c)  The  domiciliary  midwifery  service  is  carried  out  by  the  district 
nurses  who  are  also  State  Registered.  I'Jurses. 

(d)  The  health  visitors  who  cover  the  aroa  are  stationed  at  Cross  Inn, 
Lampeter,  Llandyssul  and  New  Quay. 

(e)  The  area  is  covered  by  district  nurses  stationed  at  Aberayron,  Crooo 
Inn,  Lampeter  (2),  Llanarth,  Llanrhystyd,  Llanwenog,  Felinfach, 

New  Quay  and  Pennant. 

(f)  Vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  person *s  own  medical  attendant  but 

immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  performed  pirtly  by  the  former  and 
partly  by  medical  officers  of  the  local  health  authority, 

(g)  No  ambulance  is  stationed  in  the  area  of  the  local  authority.  The 
Rural  District  is  served  by  ambulances  stationed  at  Lampeter  and 
Now  Quay  and  Aberystwyth, 

(h)  Arrangements  for  the  prevention  of  illnoss  consist  in  periodic  talks 
and  advice  given  by  tho  staff  of  the  local  health  authority, 

Caro  and  after  care  is  in  tho  luinds  of  the  health  visitor  and  tho 
district  nurse.  Tuberculosis  cases  are  also  followed  up  by  tho  Chost 
Physician*s  health  visitor, 

(i)  Domestic  help  is  provided  by  suitable  persons  engaged  locally, 

(j)  The  town  of  Aberystwyth  is  tho  centre  upon  which  tho  principal  gonoral 
hospital,  tho  infectious  diseases’  hospital,  tho  maternity  homo  and  the 
Medical  Ro search  Council’s  Aroa  Public  Hoalth  Laboratory  are  based.

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MTIOm  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948.  AND  NATIONAL 

ASSISTANCE  (AI'4E»1EI^)  ACT,  1951. 

A caoo  from  Llangybi  waD  brought  to  ny  attention  by  tho  person’s  own 
doctor  as  ho  felt  that  tho  patient  was  not  receiving  adequate  nourishment 
from  Ms  daughter  and  son-in-law.  The  pains  in  the  stomach  from  which  ho 
suffered  were  strongly  suggestive  of  hunger  pains  and  a second  doctor  who 
had  been  called  in  to  soo  tho  sick  man  agreed  with  thV  view,  Tho  patient’s 
doctor  and  myself  took  stateraonts  from  tho  immediate  neighbours  and  from  tho 
nan’s  two  sisters  living  in  the  Lltinddowi  Brefi  area.  Acting  thereon,  it 
was  decided  to  £ipply  to  the  magistrates  for  an  order  for  the  patient’s  removal 
to  Tanybwlch  Hospital,  The  order  was  granted  for  a period  of  tliroe  weeks. 
Anticipating  possible  difficulty  with  the  daughter  and  son-in-lav;,  it  was 
decided  to  seek  the  assistance  of  the  police.  In  the  presence  of  the  police 
no  difficulty  v^as  experienced  in  removing  the  patient  to  hospital. 

Case  Mo,  2 at  Bethania,  an  elderly  lady  was  persuaded  to  receive  a 
Hone  Help  and  eventually  went  to  live  with  relatives.  No  statutory  action 
became  necessary. 

Case  No,  3 at  Llanon,  a lady  over  ninety  was  found  to  present  legal 
difficulties  and  it  was  thought  unwise  to  make  application  to  the  courts, 

A month  or  so  later  the  old  lady  was  taken  ill  and  voluntar-ily  agreed  to 
enter  hospital.

1,  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

-lte*ing  1955  sixty  one  applications  were  granted  for  conversions  from 
the  conservancy  to  the  water  carriage  system. 

In  1955  the  Cesspool  Emptier  was  engaged  in  work  at  Council  Housing 
Estates  and  private  properties  which  involved  the  removal  and  disposal  of 
approximately  96,000  gallons  of  sludge.  The  total  receipts  in  respect  of 
private  properties  for  this  period  was  £375.  10.  6, 

2,  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


An  advancement  in  publis  health  work  by  the  Council  was  the  purchase 
in  1955  of  a properly  designed  refuse  vehicle  to  replace  the  lorry  which  had 
been  in  commission  since  1950,  The  Council  having  fulfilled  its  obligations 
in  the  field  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal,  it  now  remains  for  the 
inhabitants  of  villages  in  the  Rural  District  to  take  full  advantage  of  the 
service  and  refrain  from  ’’local  disposal”  of  refuse.  It  would  also  be 
heartening  to  find  all  householders  providing  proper  dust  bins  in  the  interest 
of  hygiene  and  also  to  facilitate  the  service,

I 7*  Water  Supply 

The  oxceptionally  dry  woathor  of  1955  rocultcd  in  a coriouo  ohortage  of 
water  in  the  dictrict. 

The  aroac  moot  corioucly  affected  were  Dihowyd,  Mydroilyn,  Llanarth, 
Aberarth,  Ponnant,  Cilcennin,  Collan  and  Llanfair  Clydogau. 

The  ccurce  of  cup  ply  to  the  village  of  Dihewyd  conpletoly  dried  up  and 
an  enorgency  ccheno  wac  put  into  operation  whereby  water  wac  conveyed  in 
M.M.B.  Tanlcerc  md  punipod  into  the  Dihewyd  Reservoir, 

The  yield  at  Ffynnondegan,  Llanarth,  co  deteriorated  that  shortage  in 
the  Parish  of  Llanarth  wac  felt  early  in  the  cunrier.  The  problon  in  Llanarth, 
however,  was  partly  overcome  by  linking  the  Council's  main  at  Gnwc-y-lili  with 
that  of  the  Now  Quay  Urban  District  main  tliuc  serving  the  lower  half  of  the 
parish  from  the  New  Quay  source.  The  New  Quay  supply  in  turn  wac  augmented 
from  the  Ffynnonberw  Scheme,  Fortunately  the  progress  of  the  Synod  Inn  and 
Plwnp  Scheme  had  so  reached  a stage  that  in  the  event  of  shortage  the 
Ffynnonbervf  Scheme  could  also  be  augmented. 

The  village  of  Pennant  experienced  hardship  due  to  the  low  yield  of  the 
Bwlchcastcll  source  and  several  journeys  daily  by  one  or  other  of  the  Council's 
Officials  were  necessary  to  ensure  a rationed  supply  to  the  village. 

In  viev7  of  tho  Geriouenese  of  the  situation  an  emergency  Committee  in 
August  resolved  tha.t  the  water  main  at  Rhydyboillen,  Synod  Inn,  bo  extended 
to  connect  to  tho  main  at  Llanarth, 

During  1955  water  supply  schomes  were  completed  for  Abormeurig,  Synod  Inn 
ajid  Plwmp  and  at  tho  end  of  the  year  the  following  cchemos  wero  imder 
construction  and  noaring  completions - 

Silian,  Nobo  and  Llanon,  Ffynnonrhys,  Fish  and  Anchor  - Cwmpib. 

Applications  for  connecting  premises  to  Council  mains  which  were  graaitod 
totalled  two  hundred  and  forty  tlTreo  and  two  hundred  and  tliirty  sevon  wero 
connected. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  samples  wore  taken  from  private  and  mains 
supplies  and  submitted  for  bactoriological  examination.  Tho  result  of  tho 
reports  are  shown  overleaf. 

Regular  inspections  wero  carried  out  at  the  various  sources  and 
remedial  measures  taken  where  necossary.
